This is, in- 
deed, a sublime conclusion. The 
researches of astronomy, based upon 


irrefragable evidence, teach us that | th 


the innumerable luminaries which 
adorn the stellar vault are vast bodies 
resembling the sun in their physical 
constitution, and ri the sun in 
magnitude and splendor. In connec- 
tion with this grand idea, another 
thought naturally occurs to the mind 
of the inquirer. It is Our own 
sun is — 4 
rimary and secon es revol- 
vi round it; does this fact also hold 
in respect to the countless bodies 

in the regions which we are 
taught henceforth to regard as 80 
many suns. To this we would reply, 
in the first instance, that in so far as 
observation is concerned, we have no 
evidence whatever (unless in the ex- 
ceptional case of Sirius) that any star 
is accompanied by opaque bodies re- 
volving round it similarly to the 
lanets of the solar system. Buta 
fittle inquiry will soon show that this 
objection to the doctrine of the stars 
being accompanied by a system of 
12 is without valid foundation. 
f we suppose the earth to be viewed 
from either of the planets Venus or 


If we suppose the oberver to 
the planet Saturn, the earth would 
no longer be visible to the naked eye, 

of erate power. Finally, if the 
observer took his station upon the 
planet Neptune, which is the most 
remote body of the planetary system 
(and which, be it remembered, a rail- 
train traveling at the rate of fifty 

iles an hour would not reach in less 
than six thousand years), the earth 
would be visible only in the most 


even then would be ptible only 
as an excessively aan poled of light. 
Now the planet Neptune is distant 
from the earth only one seven thou- 
sandth part of the distance of the 
nearest of the fixed stars. Obvio 

is fact, viewed in connection wi 
the remarks we have just made, settles 
the question of the visibility of plan- 
ets revolving around the stars. At 
such a distance any system of opaque 
bodies shining solely by reflected 
ight, and resembling in other respects 
the ies of the planetary system, 
would be utterly imperceptible even 
in the most powerful telescopes which 
have heretofore been constructed for 
astronomical purposes. We repeat, 
therefore, it is no valid objection to 
the doctrine of the stars being accom- 
panied by planets that we have no 
ocular proof of the existence of such 
bodies, seeing that in consequence of 
the immense distance of the stars the 
visibility of a system of planets re- 
volving around a star is utterly im- 
possible, notwithstanding the most 
powerful telescopic aid which we may 
employ in our o ations. On the 
other it seems a perfectly rea- 
sonable conjecture to suppose that 
the innumerable suns which adorn the 
stellar vault, and which have been 
found, so far as the researches of the 
astronomer have heretofore conducted 
him, to be vast bodies comparable in 
magnitude and splendor to our own 
sup, should like our sun also be ac- 
companied in each instance ty a re- 
tinue of revolving worlds. The re- 
searches of astronomers on the move- 
ments of double stars inform us that 
the great law of attraction which gov- 
erns the movements of the various 
bodies of the solar system, extends 
also to the vast bodies of the universe 
which roll in space at an inconceiv- 
able distance d the limits of the 
solar system. It is probable, there- 
fore, that each star is accompanied 
by a system of revolving bodies, the 
movements of which are controlled 


— 
Mars, it would doubtless present the 
aspect of a brilliant star, perhaps ex- 
„. in lustre the average bright- 
ness of a star of the first - 
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the preponderating attraction of 
8 as we see in the case 
of the solar system. Another inter- 
esting question offers itself in con- 
nection with these remarks: Does life 
exist not merely on the earth, but on 
all the planets of the solar system, 
and also on the planets which may be 
preaumed to revolve round the innu- 
merable suns of the stellar regions! 


Here, » we have only conjecture 
to guide. « us. With res to the 
bodies constituting the r system, 
which from their comparative proxi- 
mity to the earth might be sup 

to furnish a solution of this problem, 
careful observations have heretofore 
offered no indication whatever of the 
existence of life upon their surfaces. 
But life in some form or another may 
notwithstanding exist on those bodies. 
We must bear in mind that the planets 
are in all wT in various stages 
af development. It may be reason- 
ably. . that the planets Jupi- 
ter, Saturn, Uranus and Neptune, in 


oonsequence of their enormous 
have cooled down more slowly than 
the earth and the other smaller plan- 
ets of the solar system, and are t 

fore leas advanced as abodes of ani- 
mated exigtence than the latter are. 
But even in the case of the earth, it 
must be admitted to have revolved 
millions of years round the sun merely 
as a fiery orb before life appeared on 
its surface, and even after it had 
cooled»down and become the abode of 
animated existence, it produced, du- 
ring countless millions of years more,

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life only in its lowest forma. The 
existence of man is but yesterday. 
This. is an instructive lesson. It 
teaches us that although man exists 
on the earth’s surface, it does not fol- 
low that beings of the same order of 
intelligence as man exist upon all the 
other planets, or even upon any. of 
them. Upon some of the planets life 
may not have yet come into existence; 
upon others life may exist, but ina 
less advanced stage than upon. the 
earth; and the same remark ia obvi- 
ously ee to the numberless 
bodies of the starry firmament. The 
state of the question ome this. — 
cannot pronounce positively upon 
existence of life anywhere — the 
planet upon which we dwell, But 
reasoning from analogy, we may sup- 
pose that certain, if not all, of the 
other bodies of the planetary system, 
which in so many ts & 
strong affinity to our own planet, are 
in like manner the abodes of. lite in 
some form or another, and that simi- 
there are countless bodies in the 
ate . which may also be the 
abodes of life. This is a question, 
however, upon which the noble science 
of astronomy, so distinguished for the 
exactitude of its conclusions, does not 
venture to pronounoe a positive opin- 
ion, seeing that there exists no sure 
basis of facts available for its,consi- 
deration. circumstances. it 
is left for each individual inquirer. to 
form his own o —— indepandently 
of any support derived from acientilic 
authority.

Such are the reflections of a thoughtful man carefully expressed upon the 
critical situation. Moreover, it must be remembered that his position as 
Prime Minister of England gives him opportunities of information that make 
him an authority upon the question in consideration, while the responsibilities 
of that position demand of him caution in expressing his views; so that we 
may regard his statement of the case as an authoritative, dispassionate one. 
And from that statement we may see there exist grave causes of fear. In- 
deed, a mere statement of the fact that the great powers of Europe are 
rapidly increasing their armies, strengthening their navies, improving their 
arms, increasing their means of mobilizing their forces, is sufficient of itself 
to awaken well-founded solicitude in those who in truth desire the continued 
peace of mankind. 

This activity in the war departments of the respective powers of Europe 
does not mean peace on earth goodwill to man. It means war, cruel, relent- 
less war. It means distress, and forbodes calamity such as seldom has been 
experienced by mankind, for never in the world’s history have nations been 
so well prepared to destroy each other as now; never has the ingenuity of 
man in inventing engines of destruction been so successful as of late years. 
And “with these great, heavy, overcharged clouds,” as Lord Salisbury puts 
it, charged with the electricity of war, near each other, coming jcloser and 
closer, who is he who shall be bold enough to prophesy that at any given 
time the thunderelap shall not ensue?’ Certainly not the MrnLENNIAL SrA R. 
For though it ig the harbinger of that reign of peace and righteousness spoken 
of by many of the prophets, a time when the swords shall be beaten into 
ploughshares, and spears into pruning hooks; when nation shall not lift up 
sword against nation, neither shall they learn war any more, but every man 
shall sit under his own vine and fig tree, and none shall make him afraid— 
still, before that day shall arrive, we know there is another great prophesy 
that must needs be fulfilled via, that among the gentiles preparation shall 
be made for war, their mighty men shall assemble, plowshares shall be beaten 
into swords, pruning hooks into spears, and so great shall be the warlike 


— ͤ 
Europe ev’ 
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spirit that even the weak shall say he is strong, and the Lord of hosts shall 
have a controversy with the nations, and it will not be until these judgments 
be past over them that the glorious reign of peace shall take place (Joel iii, 
1—21). 

The Lord has decreed also by the mouth of the great prophet of this age, 
Joseph Smith, that 

With the sword and by bloodshed, the inhabitants of the earth shall mourn; 
and with famine, and plague, and „ and the thunder of heaven, 
and the fierce and vivid lightning also ll the inhabitants of the earth be 
made to feel the wrath, and indignation, and chastening hand of an Almighty 
God, until the consummation decreed hath made a full end of all nations. 

It is with no feeling of exultation that we point out the fact that the war- 
like preparations and the spirit of the nations of Europe indicate the near 
approach of these calamities. Would that the peoples of the earth would 
repent of their pride, their vain ambition, jealousies, lusts, drunkenness, whore- 
doms, murders and other crimes, and obey the Gospel, and thus escape the 
impending evils even as did the people of Nineveh; but the wish is against all 
hope of their doing so, and all that we can do is faithfully to warn all who will 
listen, and peradventure some will turn to the Lord and live; in any event, w 
shall have performed the labor assigned to us. Inthe meantime let no one be 
deluded by the cries of peace into the false impression that the decrees of the 
Lord will not come to pass. It is an old truism that actions speak louder 
than words, and the actions of Europe proclaim for war. R.

er feeling of deep respect for the elevated character and Christian wisdom 
which zon have displayed in your high position. The temperate sagacity 
with which your Holiness has corrected errors and 2 erences from 
which much evil might otherwise have arisen, inspires Her Majesty with the 
earnest hope that life and health may long be granted to you, and that your 
beneficent action may be ay continued. In conclusion, I leave to be 
permitted to express to your Holiness how very sensible I am of the honor 
which has been conferred upon me by my gracious Sovereign in selecting me 
for this high mission, and in ing me the interpreter of Her Majesty's 
sentiments on this occasion,

On another occasion when one came running to Jesus saying: Good 
Master, what good thing shall I do, that I may have eternal life?” the reply 
of the Master was both a reproof and an answer: 

Why callest thou me ? there is none but that is God: but i 
thou vilt enter into Hite the — — (Matt, xix, 17). 

And when He taught His disciples to pray—to address the matchless 
Deity of heaven, even then He admonished them to avoid repetitions and to 
say: “ Our Father which art in heaven,” and after that simple yet sublime 
introduction to the petition to be offered to God, there is no addition of other 
names or titles by which Deity is known to man. How grand in its simpli- 
city is the manner of address enjoined by the Master upon His followers! 
“ Be not ye called Rabbi: for one is your Master, even Christ: and all ye are 
brethren.” Aud when ye pray, say, Our Father which are in heaven.” In 
these texts are seen the glorious truth—the fatherhood of God, the brother- 
hood of man, and also the simple, yet dignified manner in which the relation- 
ship is to be expressed. No fawning slavishness either required or to be 
given, but the honor, reverence and love that naturally springs from the re- 
lationship itself. Compared with this sublime simplicity, how ignoble seems 
the servility which is paid to those in high position among men! How 
empty sound those hollow titles! R.

A Times Rome telegram says the whole of Italy is visited by continuous and disastrous 
rains. 

The Daily Chronicle Rome correspondent says the Duke of Norfolk, as his own special 
present, has given to the Pope the sum of 300,000 lire (£12,000) as a Jubilee gift. 

Facts apour THe American Post Orritce.—The following statistics for the fiscal 
year 1886-87 will give some idea of the enormous amount of business done by the United 
States Post Office. The total number of persons engaged in the postal service is 95,181; 
the number of post offices, 55,157; and the number of miles of postal routes, 373,142. The 
number of pieces of ordinary mail matter handled in railway postal cars was 5,884,690, 87 5; 
the number of registered packages so handled, 15,752,569; and the number of through and 
inner registered sacks handled in railway postal cars, 950,613. The number of money 
orders issued was 16,155,134, representing an amount of 138,267,000 dols. The total ex- 
penditure of the Post Office department was 52,301,678 dols., and the total receipts 48,- 
837,610 dols., ing u loss of 3,554,068 dols. The cost for transportation of domes- 
tic mails was 28,031,106 dols., and of foreign mails 435,054 dole. The telegraphs in the 
United States are worked entirely by private companies. 

OCRrEEDS AND CRIMINALILY. The official statement as to the moral and material pro- 
gress of India, which has recently been published, supplies a very interesting contribu- 
tion to the controversy on the missionary question. It appears from these figures that 
while we effect a very marked moral deterioration in the natives by converting them to 
our creed, their natural standard of morality is so high that, however much we Christian- 
ize them, we cannot succeed in making them altogether as bad as ourselves. The figures 
representing the proportions of criminality in the several classes are as follows:—Europ- 
eans, I in 274; Kurasians, 1 in 509; native Christians, 1 in 799; Mahomedans, 1 in 856; 
‘Hindoos, 1 in 1,361; and Buddhists, 1 in 3,787. The last item is a magnificent tribute to 
the exalted purity of Buddhism, but the statistics are instructive throughout, and en- 
force with resistless power the conclusion that, as a mere matter of social polity, we 
should do much better if we devoted our superfluous cash and zeal for a generation or 
two to the ethical improvement of our own countrymen, instead of trying to ‘upset the 
morality, together with the theology, of people who might reasonably send out missions 
to convert us.— Table.

UTAH NEWS.

(Summarized from Territorial Papers. ) 

Logan City, Cache Co., is to have a fine park. Success to it. 

The Salt Lake City Hall is being prepared for the coming session of the 
Utah Legislature, 

The Governor has commissioned F. W. Fullerton, of New York, as com- 
missioner of deeds for Utah. 


O. C. Lockhart has been commissioned, by Secretary Hall, as Assessor and 
Collector of Summit County. 


R. Peterson, an old resident of the Thirteenth Ward, Salt Lake City, died 
Wednesday, Dec. 14, 1887, after a lingering illness of several months. 


Elder Robert Dawzie has been appointed Bishop of the Herriman Ward, 
Salt Lake Stake, in the place made vacant by the death of the late Bishop 
Crane. 


Elder Robert S. Campbell, of the Liverpool Office, and Jno. M. Tanner 
arrived in Salt Lake City, on Monday morning, December 19, 1887, in ome 
lent health and spirits. They were warmly welcomed home. 


President A. F. Macdonald has been honorably released from the presidency 
of the Maricopa Stake, and Chas. I. Robson has been chosen to fill the vacancy, 
with H. C. Rogers and C. R. Hakes as his Counselors. 

The coal strike near Manti has proved to be a genuine vein of fine coal 3 
feet 9 inches. The proprietors, Messrs. W. F. Thomas and Edmund Edmunds, 
have several tons on the dump. The mines are only three and a half miles 
from Manti. 

B. H. Young and brothers of Salt Lake City have uncovered a vein of 
anthracite coal near Price, Emery Co. The vein is claimed to be six feet wide 
and practically inexhaustible. Experts declare that it has but one superior 
in quality in the United States. 

It was the intention of the Relief Societies to hold memorial services in 
honor of Sister Eliza R. Snow Smith in various parts of the Territory. 
Apostle Lorenzo Snow, while gratified at this manifestation of esteem for his 
sister, desires that the contemplated services should not be held. 

At a meeting held, Dec. 11, 1887, at North Point, Salt Lake County, 
Apostle H. J. Grant, President Angus M. Cannon, High Councilor Elias 
Morris and others from Salt Lake City were present, and addressed the people. 
The District was organized into a Ward, making the forty-second in the Salt 
Lake Stake, and Levi W. Reid appointed Bishop, with William A. Barron 
and Joseph Hanson as his Counselors.

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Washington, D. O., Dec. 17, 1887.—[Special to the Vews.}—The Utah dele- 
gation, through its chairman, Hon. F. S. Richards, formally presented the 
memorial and constitution formed by the Utah convention to the President 
pro tempore of the Senate late yesterday afternoon. The delegation was 
accompanied by Hon. John T. Caine and John W. Young. The Washington 
papers comment favorably on the course adopted by Utah and acknowledge 
her claim to Statehood as being equal with that of other Territories demand- 
ing recognition. 

On Dec. 5, 1887, Kanab, Southern Utah, was the scene of a lively shock of 
earthquake. The motion seemed to be from southeast to northwest. The 
shock lasted perhaps ten seconds, and in several houses dishes were shaken 
from the cupboard shelves, clocks stopped, and bricks fell from the tops of 
chimneys. Persons walking in houses or on streets were, in some cases, 
thrown down. Tons of rock fell from the cliffs, raising a dust along the 
mountain chain. Many people were considerably frightened. No serious 
damage occurred, only a few cracks in houses. Later in the day rumbling 
sounds were heard, but no other shocks were noticed. 

The obsequies over the remains of Sister Eliza R. Snow Smith were held at 
the Assembly Hall, Salt Lake City, Dec. 7, 1887. The edifice was nearly 
filled with friends of the deceased, who had congregated to pay their last 
respects to the much-esteemed and beloved lady. The services were con- 
ducted under the direction of President Angus M. Cannon. The plain drap- 
ing of white, which had been tastefully arranged about the stands, gave the 
surroundings a chaste appearance, because of the semblance of purity it bore. 
The floral offerings were numerous and of choice varieties. The services 
began by singing by the choir, under the direction of Professor Beezley, of 
the hymn commencing, “I know that my Redeemer lives.” Bishop McRae 
offered the opening prayer, when the hymn, written by herself, “O, my 
Father, thou that dwellest,” wassung. Addresses were delivered by President 
Angus M. Cannon, Elders Joseph C. Kingsbury, J. B. Noble and Jacob Gates, 
Apostle John W. Taylor, Elders Milo Andrus, A. O. Smoot and John Nichol- 
son, Bishop O. F. Whitney,and Apostle H. J. Grant, in which they briefly 
recited the experiences of the noble woman during the early days of the 
Church; her qualities, gifts and attainments; her literary qualifications; her 
pure mind and heart; her goodness, virtue and her steadfastness and faithful- 
ness in the cause of the Gospel which she had espoused. None of the speakers 
felt qualified to praise her as she deserved, so numerous and so marked were 
her excellent traits. At the conclusion of the remarks, the choir sang a hymn 
of her own composing: “ Bury me quietly when I die,” and Patriarch John 
Smith pronounced the benediction. The congregation then filed past the 
coffin and took a last, fond look at the marble-like features there lying. The 
procession was formed under the direction of Bishop John R. Winder, with 
Apostle Lorenzo Snow and other members of the family of the deceased next 
the casket, followed by many of the family of the late President Brigham 
Young; then the members of the Relief Societies and other organizations with 
which the deceased was closely identified during her later life. Members of the 
High Council acted as pall-bearers. The remains were interred in the private 
cemetery of the late President Young. At the grave, the dedication was made 
by Apostle Grant, 
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
